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7E HAVE been considering the possibility that 
'Y Mr. Hepburn will sweep Ontario at the forth- 
coming election in the same thorough-going 
fashion as he did in the last election. And it does 
not make us happy. We have admired Mr. Hepburn 
in a great many ways, and the record of his admin- 
istration is by and large an excellent one. We are 
not opposed to his re-election, but we should like to 
see his majority reduced to reasonable proportions. 
That is because we do not believe in one-party gov- 
ernment but in two-party government. For democ- 
racy to function in its ideal form, a substantial Op- 
position is as much a requisite of good government 
as a substantial majority of the party in power. The 
majority that Mr. Hepburn possesses at the present 
time permits him not only to silence effectively all 
critical proposals from the official Opposition, but all 
critical proposals from minorities in his own party 
as well. Thus we have a situation that makes it pos- 
sible to eliminate even one-party government, if the 
leader of the Government happens to be an auto- 
eratic man. And even his best friends do not deny 
that Mr. Hepburn is an autocratic man. 

We want effective government in Ontario, but 
by that we do not mean dictatorial government. We 
have no liking for dictators, amiable and well-in- 
tentioned as they may be. We think a reduction of 
Mr. Hepburn’s majority would be a good thing both 
for the Province and for Mr. Hepburn. It would 
sharpen up the opposition inside as well as outside 
the party, and in effect would compel Mr. Hepburn 
to consult with minds other than his own. We have 
a great respect for Mr. Hepburn’s mind, but we have 
vet to be convinced that his or any other mind is 
alone equal to the task of providing judicious and 
far-sighted government for a Province as full of con- 
flicting interests as Ontario. Or, for that matter, 
any other Province or political community. The 
reality behind the theory of democracy is that men 
think and act differently and good government is the 
reconciliation of opposing points of view. That re- 
conciliation can be effected in an enduring way not 
by the will of one mind but by the consultation of 
many minds. We hope that the electors will provide 
Ontario with these many minds, but we are not at 
all sure about it. 
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THE DISALLOWANCE 


t. THE matter of the disallowance of the Alberta 
Social Credit legislation there was obviously bound 
to be a difference of opinion between Mr. King, re- 
presenting the people of Canada, and Mr. Aberhart, 
temporarily representing the people of Alberta. We 
say temporarily in the case of Mr. Aberhart only, 
because we have no doubt that if Mr. Aberhart’s 
party went out of power in Alberta no other con- 
ceivable Government in that Province would main- 
tain the position that he is maintaining; whereas if 
Mr. King went out of power at Ottawa no other con- 
ceivable Government of the Dominion would take an 
attitude seriously different from that which Mr. 
King has taken. The point is that the Social Credit 
doctrine, even in the peculiar form in which it is 
held in Alberta, requires the assertion of greater 
powers than have ever been claimed for any Canadian 
Province, and greater than would be claimed by any 
other party in a provincial Legislature, and that the 
Dominion Government, no matter what party be ad- 
ministering it, is bound to resist such claims. 

In the dispute, each party will seek to maintain 
its argument by laying stress upon one of two points 
in the disallowance procedure and ignoring the other. 
Mr. King will insist on the fact that before disallow- 
ing the legislation he offered a reference to the 
Supreme Court of Canada on the sole condition that 
Mr. Aberhart would postpone putting it into opera- 
tion; and that Mr. Aberhart refused the offer. Since 
the law officers of the crown (and indeed practically 
everybody else outside of Major Douglas’ followers 
were perfectly certain that the legislation was ultra 
vires, and since it Was obvious that it would cause 
the gravest disturbance in the business relations of 
thousands of persons and corporations outside of the 
jurisdiction of Alberta, Mr. King will maintain that 
he had no course except to disallow it. Mr. Aberhart 
will ignore the offer of a reference and his own re 
fusal of it, and will confine himself to reiterating 
from end to end of the Province that the Dominion 
has disallowed laws which the elected representatives 
of the people of Alberta believe to be constitutional 
and to serve the best interests of the Province, The 
refusal to accept the reference to the Supreme Court 
is the fatal weakness in Mr. Aberhart’s position; but 
it is not at all impossible that he will be able to keep 
it from coming to the attention of the Alberta elec- 
torate. 
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BONANZA FOR FADDISTS 


( UR own inclination is to regret the necessity in 

which Mr. King seems to have found himself of 
disallowing the Alberta legislation. It is a procedure 
which offers to the politicians of any Canadian Pro 
vinee a perfect opportunity to advocate and if elected 
to enact the wildest conceivable measures of legis 
lation with perfect impunity, provided only that they 
assure themselves, first that the legislation is un 
constitutional, and second that it interferes with 
some interest which the Dominion Government will 
feel compelled to protect. It is significant that Major 
Douglas had no sooner heard of the disallowance than 
he rushed with horse, foot, drums and trumpets to 
the aid of Mr. Aberhart, towards whom he had been 
exhibiting a most cautious disinterestedness so long

as it appeared that the Alberta Social Crediters might 
have to take responsibility for putting their proposals 
into practical effect. We expect to see the same 
alacrity on the part of other purveyors of wild nos- 
trums as soon as the fact that the Ottawa disallow- 
ance pen has been refilled with ink becomes generally 
appreciated. On the other hand, the natural opponents 
of crazy legislation are deprived of most of their in- 
centive to put up a struggle against it in their own 
Province, being assured that they can rely upon the 
common sense of other parts of the country to pro- 
tect their interests through the federal authority. 
There is a provision in the British North America 
Act by which new legislation may be reserved for the 
signification of the Crown's pleasure instead of being 
either assented to or refuse d by the Lieutenant-Gov 
ernor.

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THE PASSENGER PIGEON 


BY J. R. 


UST now, when the necessity of taking steps for 

the preservation of our wild life is being urged by 
thoughtful naturalists and sportsmen, the story of 
the Passenger Pigeon is worth repeating, as a warn- 
ing of the fate that can befall even the most popu- 
lous species. 

In the early days of the settlement of Ontario, the 
flocks of passenger pigeons returning from the 
south in spring darkened the sun. As late as 1875 
they still nested in millions in Michigan and certain 
sections of Ontario. By 1880 the terrific slaughter 
to which they were subjected had so reduced them 
that they were never common again. The last wild 
specimen of which there is authentic record was 
collected in 1898, and the last captive died in 1914. 

An idea of the extent to which the pigeons were 
exploited is afforded by the record of the birds 
shipped to city markets from the town of Hartford, 
Michigan, in 1869. Three carloads a day for forty 
days was the record for that year, or a total of 11,- 
880,000 birds. There is also a record that in 1878 in 
the vicinity of Petoskey, Michigan “fully fifty teams 
were engaged in hauling birds to the railroad sta- 
tion. The road was carpeted with feathers, and 
the wings and feathers from the packing houses 
were used by the wagonload to fill up the mud-holes 
in the road for miles out of town.” 


W* MAY be inclined to think that such slaughter 
' is impossible to-day. Perhaps the only reason 
it is impossible is that we have in the case of no wild 
species numbers comparable with those of the 
pigeons. But we are probably killing a higher per- 
centage of the population of some wild creatures to- 
day than was done in the case of pigeon slaughter, 
which we look back on with such disgust. 

In 1857 the Legislature of the State of Ohio de-

cided that “the passenger pigeon needs no protection ; 
wonderfully prolific, having the vast forests of the 
north as its breeding grounds, travelling hundreds 
of miles in search of food, it is here to-day and else- 
Where to-morrow, and no ordinary destruction can 
lessen them or be missed from the myriads that are 
yearly produced.” 


( NE of the functions of a museum has been de- 

scribed as the preservation of material, much of 
which is the irreplaceable groundwork of human 
knowledge. This we have interpreted in the case of 
Ontario animals as including vanishing information 
about the animals as well as specimens of the ani- 
mals themselves. The Royal Ontario Museum of 
Zoology began in 1926 to distribute questionnaires 
to those who knew the passenger pigeon in the days 
of its abundance. By this means, much interesting 
and valuable information has been preserved, which 
otherwise would have been forever lost through the 
death of its possessors. This information has been 
embodied in a book published by the Museum under 
the title: “The Passenger Pigeon in Ontario.” 
Based on the same information, a habitat group has 
been constructed in the Museum. 

The Museum, thanks largely to Mr. Paul Hahn, 
has a larger collection of passenger pigeons than 
any other museum. The museum considers it a duty 
to bring into its collections as many as possible of 
the existing specimens. Many of those remaining in 
private possession will be destroyed through house- 
hold pests, fire or being thrown out by those who do 
not know their importance. In the Museum, those 


not on exhibition are preserved for posterity in a

THE THEATRE’S 
FUTURE 


\WWHILE the “road” theatre busi 

ness in Canada is likely to be 
pretty well confined to Toronto for 
at least another season or two, the 
indications are that in the Ontario 
metropolis it will be more active and 
probably of better quality than fora 
sood many years past. It is an en 
ecouraging sign of the times that the 
Royal Alexandra Theatre has been 
equipped with a new stage. Its legi 
timate season will commence on Sep- 
tember 13, after a fortnight devoted 
to the screen presentation of “The 
Life of Emile Zola,’’ a production 
which from all accounts is thorough 
ly worthy of being promoted from 
the ordinary cinemas to the ‘‘road 
show” business. 

The opening dramatie event will be 
the London comedy success, “George 
and Margaret,”’ by Gerald Savory, 
on its way to New York with an all- 
English cast headed — by Irene 
Brown, of ‘“‘Cavaleade’’ film fame, 
and Moreland Graham. This is the 
week of September 13. Two weeks 
later Gilbert Miller will bring his 
production of the famous ‘‘Tovarich”’ 
fresh from its eleven-months run in 
New York, with Marta Abba as the 


Grand Duchess. The same producer 
will later send us his other great 
success, ‘Victoria Regina,’ with 


Helen Hayes. 

Ibsen's “The Doll's House,’’ with 
an all-star cast including Ruth Gor- 
don, Dennis King. Sam Jaffe and 
Margaret Waller, is scheduled for the 
week of October 11, followed by 
*““You Can’t Take It With You,’ the 
1937 Pulitzer Prize Play. Written 
by Moss Hart and George S. Kaut- 
man, “You Can't Take It With You” 
is aceredited by press and public to 
be the ‘‘dizziest and most hilarious 
comedy seen in many seasons.”’ It is 
still plaving to capacity audiences in 
New York and Chicago. “Brother 
Rat,”’ the comedy of American youth 
eurrently on view at the Biltmore 
Theatre in New York, will open on 
October 25. 

Maurice Evans, the young English 
actor, will be seen in “King Richard 
II,” the play in which he created a 
tremendous sensation on Broadway 
last season Katharine Cornell, who 
will this season embark on a two 
year tour that is expected to embrace 
the world, will visit Toronto late in 


the season. Other plays listed in 
Clude “Yes, My Darling Daughter,” 
“The Women,” “Room Service,” 
“Having a Wonderful Time,” ‘‘Penny 
Wise,” and “High Tor.”’ Amone 


musical productions slated for this 
eitv are “The Show Is On," “Babes in 
Arms,”” ‘Sea Legs,” ‘‘Excursion,’’ 
and ‘‘Fredericka.”’ 

The Abbey Theatre Irish Players, 


50 Years the Lualily Leader! 
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from Dublin, will again be touring 
America this season and are expected 
to inelude Toronto. Robert Mont 
gomery, who returns to the stage 
this season in a new play called 
“Merely Murder,’’ may also appear 
at the Royal Alexandra. 


T° IS highly significant that the pre 

dictions of a great revival of “road’”’ 
activity in the larger centres of popu- 
lation are coming not only from the 
United States but also from England. 
Charles Morgan, the London demo- 
cratie correspondent of the New York 
Times, was writing only a week ago 
concerning reports that “In several 
towns theatres which some time ago 
became cinemas are being converted 
into theatres again.” He adds that 
the provincial repertory theatres are 
doing better than they did and are in- 
creasing, and ‘Plays are being read 
in book form as they have never been 
read before.’ He concludes that the 
taste of the public is returning “to 
living actors and actresses and to the 
spoken, not the mechanized, word.” 

The true explanation, in ou 
opinion, is that the cultured element 
of the population is reviving its taste 
for a type of entertainment which 
cannot be turned out for the “mass” 
public of the cinemas; that people of 
the mental age of twenty-five are 
ceasing to be content with en- 
tertainment designed for those of 
a mental age of fifteen. The film 
is the most economic way of catering 
to the demands of hundreds of mil- 
lions It is not the most economic 
way of catering to the demands of a 
class which is numbered rather in 
the hundreds of thousands. The stage 
can live very nicely in Canada on the 
patronage of one per cent. of the popu 
lation—-say 70,000 English-speaking 
people. It will not be able to spread 
itself about very much; its patrons 
will have to come to Toronto and 
three or four other centres to get 
what they want; but transportation is 
easy in these days, and if they really 
want stage shows they will do so. 
But they will have to revive the feel- 
ing about the the theatre, that it is 
something of an event, a thing to 
plan for and to get excited about, in 
econtradistinetion to the cinema, which 
is a thing to drop in upon casually in 
the hope that at worst it will while 
away a couple of hours and that at 
best it may impart some very pleasant 
impressions.

“A WORLD IN: MINIATURE” 


YEW ZEALAND is a most important 
unit in the British Commonwealth 

of nations. Among the habitable coun- 
tries of the globe, and it is perhaps the 


a 


most habitable of all, it lies farthest 
west and farthest south from Green 
wich. It consists of two large islands, 


the North and the South Island, almost 
equal in area; equal, though dissimilar, 
in natural beauty; equal in potentiali 
ties of wealth, equal in fertility and in 
geniality of climate. Though remote, 
New Zealand was designed by Provi 
dence to be the home of a strong and 
happy human race. Lying in the bosom 
of the south Pacific its scenery is 
unique, so beautiful and withal 
varied, that it is well named “A World 
in Miniature.” 

Its existence was 
December 16, 1642, by

first noted on 
Abel Tasman, a 


Dutch explorer sent forth by Van 
Dieman, Governor of the Dutch East 
Indies. Tasman named the territory 
after Zeeland in his native Holland, 


but did not land. It was re-discovered 
and this time explored in 1769 by the 
great mariner, Captain James Cook, 
whore voyages covered the Pacifie from 
\lasta to this southern dominion, and 
who in 1759 had been Wolfe’s navigator 


at the capture of Quebee. Cook par- 
tially explored New Zealand = and 


mapped its coasts, but 80 years were to 
elapse before its stable organization as 


IN THE 


BEAUTIFUL SOUTH ISLAND. 


1936, gave his impressions of this cave. 
Lighted by millions of tiny carnivorous 


glow worms he found the grotto a 
magically uncanny spot “Floating 
along in a boat on the stillness of a 
subterranean stream,” he wrote, “one 
looks up at myriads of these tiny 
creatures, With their lamps alight, that 
cover the roof of the cavern, like a 
dense, greenish-blue milky way. The 
placid surface of the river mirrors 


these constellations of splendor, so that 
the whole underground tunnel becomes 
a glowing wonderland. 

“Cradled in a filmy web, from which 
hang sensitive filaments seemingly 
beaded with tiny seed-pearls, the larvae 
lure tiny midges and other insects with 
their fantastic illuminations. When a 
victim touches the sticky threads and 


struggles to get free, the glow-worm, 
good fisherman that he is, reels in his 
line and consumes the catch.”

From thence we turn 
southward to Wellington, by way of 
Wanganui, situated at the mouth of a 
river of the same name, known as the 
“New Zealand Rhine,” which winds its 
way through towering bush-covered 
hills and vertical walls of rock. Well 
ington is the capital of the Dominion, 
dear to me because it is my birthplace 
It is a beautiful city, lying on great 
steep hills which enfold its splendid 
harbor, known Port Nicholson. It 
was named in honor of the victor

By this time we shall have spent say 
a fortnight amid the wonders of the 
North Island and we cross Cook Strait 
to see the beauties of the South Island 
Our landing place is Nelson, named 
after another great hero, and we are in 
a garden city which enjoys 2,500 hours 
of sunlight every year, equal in that 
respect to southern Italy.

At MacLeod-Cockshutt Gold Mines preparations 
are going ahead for mill construction. The first unit 
of the new mill will have a capacity of 300 tons daily, 
with provision for increasing it to 500 tons, at a mini- 
mum expense, as soon as warranted by mine develop- 
ment. Crushing equipment capable of handling 500 
tons daily is being installed. It is estimated that some 
100,000 tons of ore have already been indicated on the 
main zone to date. Ore estimates, however, do not 
take into consideration the new north ore zone, which 
looks highly important, and where a length of about 
200 feet has been developed so far on the 350-foot 
horizon. This zone has shown some very high grade 
material and considerable free gold has been in evi- 
dence. It is also reported that high grade has been 
encountered in development on the 500-foot level, 
about 500 feet west of the shaft. The ore picture gen- 
erally has been improving for some time past. 

It is hoped to have the mill foundations laid and 
the structure completed before the cold weather sets 
in and machinery installation will proceed during the 
early winter. At the present time the shaft is being 
deepened to 800 feet and two more levels will be es- 
tablished at 650 and 800 feet. It is anticipated that 
development of the new levels will be well under way 
by the time milling commences and it is quite possible

Will you be good enough to supply me with a report on 
Coulson Consolidated? To am particularly interested in 
the future possibilities of this mine and I would like to 
know what progress has been made to date. What are 
the shares worth at present and what development plans, 
if any, have been made?

Coulson Consolidated Gold Mines shares are cur- 
rently quoted from 9 to 10 cents. As to the future 
possibilities of the property I doubt if I can do better 
than quote from the report of Henry Reinecke, mine 
manager, for the period ending June 30, 1937. “It is 
confidently expected that present investigations 
pointing to self sufficiency of this mine, will confirm 
justification of the possibility of mining and treat- 
ing an average of about 75 tons per day. Cn this 
basis, it is estimated to have available a sufficient 
quantity of probable ore, and in addition enough of 
what may be termed possible ore in the ground being 
developed, all of which may sustain milling for a 
period of about one year. Mr. Reinecke further ex- 
pects that the mining of such ore, coupled with a con- 
tinued and comprehensive program of exploration 
in, “large and favorable sections, both by lateral work 
and by developing the area to greater depth by fur- 
ther shaftsinking, will lead to other important sources 
of ore.” 

Progress made in footage by underground opera- 
tions during the 9!. months ending June 30 com- 
prised about 4,327 feet of lateral work, of which 1,356 
feet was crosscutting and 2,971 feet drifting. Devel- 
opment work in that period included, also, sinking of 
a sub-shaft from the 550-foot level to the 650-foot 
level, and a considerable amount of stoping on the 
various levels. In addition about 3,000 feet of dia- 
mond drilling was completed. According to the mine 
manager’s report developments on five levels have 
shown encouraging results,” which strengthen the 
expectations that future work, lateral and to greater 
depth may be successfully carried beyond the present 
known boundaries of the veins.

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ON MAKING MONEY FOR PROFIT 


Not Only Is Britain's Royal Mint Not Subsidized by 
Government but It Makes a Big Annual Profit 


N THAT quiet, rather secretive 
building near the Tower of Lon- 
don, where Britain’s coins are 
minted, a tremendous amount of work 
goes on to provide other countries, 
both inside and outside the British 
Empire, with supplies of coins. 

Although the Mint has to make 
Britain’s money without any charge, 
it can and does make the Imperial 
and foreign governments who. get 
their money from it pay for its ser 
vices. In this way, not only does the 
Mint’ pay its way without any sub 
sidy from the government, but its 
nominal managing director, the Chan 
cellor of the Exchequer, receives a 
yearly profit from the Mint, which 
helps him to balance the budget. No 
other country can claim that their 
mint makes money in both senses! 

All the copper which leaves the 
London Mint is for circulation in 
the United Kingdom. The coppers 
(which are usually made of bronze 
alloy), for Empire and foreign coun 
tries who come to England for money, 
are supplied by the Mint at Birming 
ham, which is not owned by the Gov 
ernment, although the exceptionally 
high standard of the Royal Mint is 
maintained there. 

150,056,453 coins were issued from 
the Royal Mint in one vear, and of 
this breath-taking total, 28,315,536 
coins were circulated in Foreign 
Countries, British Dominions and 
possessions received 71,741,182 — of 
these coins, and the remaining 50, 
001,785 stayed at home!
